JEFF BOUGHT OWN MULE 
Judge Ira A, Hutchison of Pa- 
nama City, Fla, well-known in 
Biba, writing in the Bay County 
Citizen, gives an illustration of 
the rare jokes played on each 
other by some of Coffee Uounty’s 

old-timers of the late 1800's: 
“Jeff Ham, one of Coffee 
County's best businessmen made 
annual pilgramages to the Last 
Resrot, on camp hunting trips. 
It was the little lake just east 
of Bill Holloway’s Seabreeze Ho- 
tel, and was reached then from 
Coffee County, Ala., where Jeff 
Ham lived and operated many 
farms, over a wagon trail down 
the west side of the Chocta- 
whatchee River to Cowford, 
where 
his army across the river on his 
march from St. Marks to Pen- 
sacola many years before. Al- 
though Jeff Ham had lost an 
arm in the War between the 
States, he was one of the thrift- 
jest and most successful farm- 


\ ers in Coffee County. 


“Every spring, when the wild 
turkeys began to gobble, he com- 
bined pleasure with business in 
going to the Gulf to ‘fetch back 
some venison, turkeys and fish’ 
to give a real dinner to his help 
on the farms. 

“Jim Cohen, the County’s 
most renowned prankster, lived 
near Mr, Ham, and was con- 
tacted by Mr. Ham with a pro- 
position that Cohen and Ham 
each furnish a mule and make 
the trip with John Harper and 
other neighbors to the Last Re- 
sort to hunt and fish. 

“Ham informed Cohen that 
the trip had already been plan- 
ned and all that remained for 
Cohen to do was to join Ham 


by furnishing a mule to make’ 
up a double team, or else Jeff | 


Ham would have to use a single 
mule to draw his buggy and 


would have to do all the driy-| 


ing. 

“Jim Cohen, with a mischei- 
vous thought in mind said, ‘Jeff, 
I can’t possibly get 
the day you have set to leave, 
but I'll come to you all Friday 
night.’ : 

“After the party. left, Cohen 
went over to one of Ham.s far- 
mers and said, ‘Jeff Ham sent 
me over to get that fast-travel- 
ing young mule,” and rode the 
animal home and hitched it to 
the buggy and left for the Last 
Resort.

This added to the fact that Elba was 
the only plant to have unusual conditions 
outside which would give trouble shows that 
subseribers have substantial justification 
for service complaints, 

Most central office (Dothan) troubie 
was laid to overloaded conditions and old 
equipment kept in as good repair as pos- 
sible. 

About claims that the central office 
had promised many things and then failed 
to follow through, the report stated this 
might pe true, However, the company has 
shown progress in providing service, Elba 
was listed as having 351 phones on Janu- 
ary 1951 and 491 in 1956 for a 25 percent 
gain (145 phones), 

For improving local service, it was re- 
commended that a man trained to repair 
dial equipment be stationed in all exchanges 
with 1,000 or more subscribers and be avail- 
able to smaller exchanges like Elba, Also 
that all men assigned to installations for 
maintenance be able to clear normal 
troubles, Andalusia, Enterprise, Greenville, 
Geneva and Ozark were listed as being in, 
urgent need of conversion to a dial system 
while Elba and Georgiana were recommend- 
ed for conversion to adequate equipment as 
soon as possible. 


In conclusion the report stated that 
the management of United made a mistake 
three years ago by not submitting plans to 
the commission for conversion and expan- 
sion. Such plans should have included fin- 
ancing and revenues sufficient to pay wages 
comparable with other companies in order 
to develop and hold competent help. 

It can be seen that subscribers had 
room to complain about service. At the 
same time the company was doing about as 
well as could be expected with what they 
had and were on the whole guilty of only 
being too timid in planning for the future 
and requesting rate hikes to finance needed 
expansion. We won't begrudge them a rate 
increase—long distance service did improve 
and evidence points to the firm living up to 
promises of better local service.

| seeking political office drew the crowds to 
| the barbecue that preceded the rally and 
|enabled the sponsors to make some money 
| for their project. Candidates usually bring 
|along a friend or two and buy plates for 
{them. After buying several plates at $1
